OijJy now are wc bcgimiinii to realize by how 
thin ft llircad this co'iintry'.s eventual vlctotr 
hunt! during some ot the crucial nnd secret 
moments of that war. 

General Mar.3liiill, In hla masterful biennial 
reporL, has told of fiome of tho larger Ifa. If 
Britain and Russia had not held out with 
Etubbom courasc against overwhclmlnB oAds. 
If the uncoordinated ajtLs countries had not 
made a .'^crle.i of, by now, classic errors, the 
Btory niliilU hnve been tragically illfferent. 

And tliero were other, smaller Ifs— fateful, 
providential happenings that are both 
humbling and trlglUenlng. If, In 1034, an 
Italian phy.'ilclst had iLsed a pieet of tinfoil 
one-thousandth of an Inch thick. Instead of 
throe-thousandths, in one of the experiments, 
ho would have discovered the technique of 
atomic flislon and the secret of the atom 
bomb would have belonged to the axis. 

Hitler might .■illll have Imd the .■iecrol If 
his bigotry had not driven lilm to deport, a 
7non-Aryan" woman scientist J iLst us she was 
»bout to rind the key which did unlock the 
atom for us. 

If a young Engll.sh woman had not Rues-sed 
that the black and while blurs on an air 
photograph of a German town wore an air- 
plane and Its launching ramp, the V-weapon 
experimental ba.se at Peenemuende might not 
have been bombed in lime to thwart the 
Tocket missile.^' full fury. 

Perhaps even if the British had not loiind 
an actor In their army who remarkably re- 
sembled Mar.shal MonlBomcry, and had not 
sent him to North Africa where axis spies ■ 
saw him a tow day.s before D-day. the In- 
vasion ol the continent minht have found the 
enemy fully alert. 

These lis may carry'lhe inescapable con- 
clusion that God was on the side of the 
right, and not always of the stronge.st bat- 
talions. Bui we Americans cannot forever be 
content to trust in divine Intervention. We 
might also recall lhal "God helps those that 
help themselves." and then give heed to our 
military leaders' counsel on the need for na. 
tlonal preparedness in the future. 

General Marshall Is not the first of these 
leaders to give such counsel. But none has 
given It with more wisdom. His words on the 
subject, of which the following ace a brlel 
sample, -should be given serious thought by 
every mature American, as a. guide toward 
a national policy which the people will de- 
cide: 

"We have tried since the birth of our na- 
tion to promote our love of peace by a dis- 
play of weakness. This course ^. . . cost us 
millions of lives and bll'lltjns of\treasure. 

-It will be .said that to protee't Itself this 
nation need only rely on its machine power, 
that it will not need manpower. . . . The folly 
of the Maglnot lines was proved early In the 
v/ar, but too inte to save France. 

"Wc finish each bloody war with a feeling 
of acute revulsion against this savage form 
of human behavior, and yet on each occasion 
we confuse military preparedness with the 
causes of war and then drift almost deliber- 
ately Into another catastrophe."
